Because of social, economic, and 
governmental situations in various 
countries, the Roman Catholic 
hierarchy must take certain stands 
and policies, but this does not 
mean that these same conditions 
apply to the Church in general, 
informed Dr. Beck. 


International Ring 


Often it is asserted that Rome is 
a center of intrigue, he said, and 
the Pope is director of an inter- 
national ring of Catholic bishops 
and statesmen who are designing 
to take over their countries’ gov- 
ernments. Nothing could be farther 
from the truth related the speaker. 

He added that all this bigotry 
and distrust of the Catholic 
Church stemmed from the present 
medieval concept of the church, 
and from the historical conflict be- 
tween Protestants and Catholics. 

Catholic Leaders 

Dr. Beck mentioned Catholic 
leaders Chancellor Conrad Ade- 
naur of Germany and President 
Charles de Gaulle of France who 
are liberals and champions of 
Democracy. Protestants in these 
countries te ve no fear of a Cath- 
olic leader. 

He stressed that religion is not 
a valid issue in the election, but de- 
clared that it had tremendous ap- 
peal, and could decide the out- 
come of the election. The. Demo- 
cratic party will lose many votes 
because of this issue, he stated. 


Too Much Protest 


Quoting from a Supreme Court 
Justice on the issue, Dr. Beck said, 
“Me thinks thou dost protest too 
much.” He went on to say that 
main concern should be on_ the 
competence of the presidential 
candidate. 

Certainly, if Kennedy is elected 
president he will be handicapped in 
taking a stand on the federal aid 
to private schools, or the birth 
control issues, but the ultimate de- 
cision will have to come from his 
own conscience, related Dr. Beck. 

Antagonism against the Roman 
Catholic Church is strong in Amer- 
ica. This is evidenced by the bigot- 
ed literature and smear campaign- 
ing being carried on, even in our 
own county by certain Unitarian 
and Baptist sects, he explained.
